It’s commencement time around the land 
and President Eisenhower caught the spirit 
of the time in his address to some 2.500 of 
the nation’s leading businessmen. He spoke 
jn glowing terms of the bright future of 
.America and the land of plenty that was 
ours for the asking. 
His main theme was that the opportunity 
lor America has nev er been greater and 
the chances for eco­ 
nomic stability or .secu­ 
rity hav e nev er been 
more promising. These 
words could hav e come 
directly front the text of any one of a jillion 
commencement day addresses that are now 
and will 
for the next 
month be 
heard 
throughout the land. The students will be 
adv ised that they need only seek diligently 
and keep their eyes open to find their pot 
of gold. Sadly enough, a great many of 
these students will find the words fairly 
empty in a v ery short time 
What (he ITesident said were fine ideals 
and worthy principles, full of meaning and 
good intention. What (hey failed to do, how­ 
ev er, was giv e any indication of what was 
being done either to curb the present reces­ 
sion or to prov ide any assurance that it 
was not now or would wit ImotTie a pertna-

ncnt part of American life. 
The only concrete thing he firoposed was 
his proposal for an extension ot unemploy­ 
ment compensation benefits. As we hav e 
.said here before, that program rs a farce 
in that few’, if any, of the states could av ail 
themselv e.s of it without legislativ e or ev en 
constitutional action of their own. 
★ 
And in addition to that, the program is 
nothing more than a delaying action. It is 
a humane and necessary thing, of course, 
to prov ide for an indiv idual unable to find 
productiv e employment but it does not giv e 
iiim a job. Ten or 20 more weeks of com­ 
pensation are appreciated but w'hat hap­ 
pens at the end of that time?

seems to be how we go about taking ad­ 
v antage of them. What can we do to ri.se, 
as he put it. to the occasion. There is no 
ev idence that the administration or leaders 
in either political party hav e gone beyond 
an examination of the most fundamental 
aspects of our economy. 
(’redit manipulations, compensation pay­ 
ments, tax change.s and ev en public works 
programs are expedients that hav e failed 
in the past to seriously change conditions. 
What is needed i.s a searching analysis be­ 
yond these points of the many facets of our 
life and our nation that play upon our stale 
of economic aflairs. 


Our Increased Storage Capacity 


No crop is really calculable until it is in 
the bin. But there are such things as pros­ 
pects and right now' Nebraska has the be.st 
prospects for bumper harv e.sts in all grains. 
'I'hat bnng.4 up the que.stion of how will all 
the new bushels be accommodated. 
It was interesting to note in that eonnec- 
tion that Nebraska now has on the-farm 
storage capacity for 502 million bikshels 
well distributed ov er the .state. About 45 
per cent of this is currently accommodat­ 
ing the 19 57 carry-ov er. Some of this will 
mov e out before the wheat harv est and it is 
a fair guess that Nebraska farms will be 
able to absorb something like 3(K) million 
bushels of the 19 58 crop. 
This capacity represents a timely and 
constructiv e dev elopment in the cause of 


an ev « *r normal granary for the producer. 
It IS al.so'a .sign that the state has departed 
a con.siderable distance 
from 
the 
’30’s 
when general storage capacity was at a 
minimum. The dt'cline of commercial ele­ 
v ators in that lean time reduced the state 
to .something like 60 million bushels. Today 
commercial storage stands at 200 million 
bush(*ls. 
It IS good to know that Nebraska today 
can hold almost three quarters of a billion 
bushels of grain. It is a strong .stabilizing 
influence on agriculture. And it is a good 
lactor in national security. Surplus stocks 
no matter how abundant are of little v alue 
to a nation in distress if they arc concen­ 
trated at inaccessible points. 


Must Make It Work 


There was a minimum of disappointment 
in the Civ il Aeronautics Board’s reshuffling 
of Nebraska’s air .serv ice and as tl>e result 
of it the state, for the first time, can con­ 
template air trav el as a fabric that will 
weav e it into a close inter-city pattern. 
The new network will link 17 cities with 
swift, comfortable air trav el. It also will 
prov ide satisfactory exit serv ice for those 
flying continentally or interstate. 
Viewed narrowly from the aspect of ade­ 
quate air serv ice it is sufficient to say that 
the new set-up will prov ide a go-and-come 
serv ice daily between all sections of Ne­ 
braska. Such serv ice could hardly be bet­ 
tered. 
But with success, the v enture offers far 
more. It can weld Nebraska into a closer 
commonwealth and bring a considerable 
addition to intrastate 
business, 
it 
also 
should facilitate market access from the 
outside and make Nebraska more attrac- 


tiv e as a seat for business. Distributiv e dif­ 
ficulties in a .state of such spaces as Ne­ 
braska has has tended to discourage cer­ 
tain types of business. 
Equally important will be the new oppor­ 
tunity to bring sections into contact ainl 
form a more common understanding and 
interest. Alt such things help to .strengthen 
a stale. 
The large question that still stands un­ 
answered, the potential barrier that could 
forestall all of the good that can come 
from the network, has to do with patron­ 
age. The C’.AB’s decision did not complete 
the new v enture. It simply permitted it. 
Certainly insulficient use will destroy the 
bright opportunity. There may be enough 
potential business to eliminate any possi­ 
bility of failure. If there is not then Ne­ 
braska will hav e to generate sufficient em­ 
phasis on air trav el to assure success. The 
prizes that are offered certainly make that 
worthwhile. 


Sound Budget Approach 


It is good to hear discussion at this lime 
of the 19 58-59 fiscal year budget for the city. 
Good, not because we hav e any fondness 
for taxes, but because it represents es.sen- 
tial recognition of the enormity of the fi­ 
nancial task which lies ahead for the City 
Council. 
It is encouraging to note that Mayor Ben­ 
nett Martin has realized the obligations that 
are facing the city. He has shown* this 
realization by stating 
before 
the 
actual 
budget is ev en drawn that there is little 
hope of holding next year’s line at the cur­ 
rent year’s figure. 
Indications are that the budget might go 
up as much as 1.5 nulls, or $1,50 per $1,000 
of assessed v aluation. This, of course, is 
not cheerful in that it represents a rising 
cost in gov ernmental serv ice but it is real- 
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istic and Lincoln cannot liv e in a dream 
world. 
It would be a foolish mayor and Council 
that o|)erated obliv ious to the realities of 
the city’s demands. It would be a shirking 
of responsibility to preach a status quo 
policy in the face of commitments already 
made for 19 58-59 which run in the neigh­ 
borhood of $25(l.(XK) 
Further realization of the problems the 
budget will present is ev idenced m the fact 
that work will get under way within 10 
days or two weeks on the preparation of 
preliminary budget needs. This will giv e 
the City Council ample opportunity to scru­ 
tinize the plans and needs of ev ery depart­ 
ment. Only in this way will the new budget 
meet demands while still being free of ex­ 
cessiv e burdens. 


Needs Looking Into 


The public career of Hep. Adam Clayton 
Powell has bi'en sufficient to arouse the 
skepticism of many people and they wel­ 
come the inv estigation that is now in .store 
from him. They also do not forget that the 
New York Congressman was under Depart­ 
ment of Justice pressure because of income 
tax que.stions, but that pressure became 
less ev ident when he switched from his 
Democratic label to become a v ocilerou;- 
supporter of the re-election of President 
Eisenhower. 
Now it appears that Fred G. Perotla, 
former assistant U.S. attorney, is ready to 
testify that the Justice Department threw 
its weight secretly against federal action 
against Powell. If Perotla is telling the 
truth the fav oritism shown by the depart­ 
ment is more serious than any misbe­ 
hav iour prov able against Powell. If justice 
contaminates it.self at the source there is 
not much chance of its proper application 
to public behav ior. 


The Pre.sident further adv ocated t h a t 
price and wage relationships be 
kept 
in 
proper perspectiv e by labor and manage­ 
ment. He said in so many words that prices 
should be at the 
point where 
prev ailing 
wages permitted purchases and wages at a 
point where they did not contribute hi rais­ 
ing of prices. 
★ 
This, of course, is the utopian situation 
economists hav e been searching for for 
years. It i.s not that this fails u.s 
as 
a 
worthy challenge which concerns us. Like­ 
wise, it is not that we drsagree with the 
principles laid dowm by the President or 
that we do not share hi.s Jack of confidence 
in the potential and capacities of the nation. 
But these things are all either objectiv es 
or broad generalities on which to base a 
plan of action or program. The thing that 
was lacking in Mr. Eisenhower’s remarks 
was assurance that we would achiev e these 
objectiv es or that we are pursuing a course 
which taps our full potenlial. 
“The question, then,” said the President,

To be sure of hav ing some 
salable stock, Mrs. Myers 
keeps as high as 12 dogs 
in her kennel.

manage all these canines? 
With the help of her three 
children, Jean, 17, Bill, 14, 
and Lois, 13? No. All but 
Lois hav e little interest in 
dogs. .And Lois’ 
interests? 
She likes the Poms all right, 
but she wants to get into 
the miniature poodle busi­ 
ness on her own and she al­ 
ready has some stock.
